— The 
newly discovered Scottish MS. of the Gos- 
pels formerly belonging to thVAbbey of 
Deer, in Buchanan, now in the Public Li- 
brary, Canibriilk-o, is about in bo pnbli.shed 
under the editorship df Mr. Bradshaw. The 
manuscript is of tho tenth century, ami ils 
peculiarvalue arises from tho fact that its 
margins anil blank leaves contain contem- 
porary memoranda, of the slate and hislory 
of Scotland during the first ases ai'ler the in- 
Irodiiclion of Chrisliaiiily. Its great philo- 
logical value is due lo the circum-.tanei) that 
Ihere wab- no extani written Scottish Caelie 
older than the si.vteen.li cenlury, so that he 
adds at once five orisii oehluries,tp the doc- 
umentary cvislonce of this ancient tongue, 
carrying it rnrther back even than ihe South- 
ern or Welch branch of the same hingnage, 
wiiich had previously enjoyed a piiority in 
written evidence.

Rook Creisk Mines. 
By the arrival af the steamer Anderson 
yesterday, from Puget Sound,' we learn that 
an intense gold excitement prevails at 
Seattle in respect to the Rock Creek mines. 
We could not learn, however, that any largo 
amount of gold dust had been recBivad :it 
that point, although it was afiirmed that 
partie.s were arriving every day from that 
quarter. Gold reports from that quarter 
ought to be received with a good deal of 
allowance, as the resl!e'*s spirit of eiitorpri.'ie 
and fipeculatiuii may induce our Seattle 
neighbors to fan the flame as much as pos- 
•ible. We would, therefore, rocoinrnend all 
who desire to reach the Similkameen coun- 
try or Rock Creek mines, to take the Fort 
Hope route, as being much shorter. Enough 
reliable information, however, has been re- 
oeired to indiice odt' governmetll^a urge 
ahead with all speed the odmpletibn .of the 
road connecting Hope with' the new dig- 
gings. Some degree of dissatisfaction even 
exists in mercantile circles that more vigo- 
rous efforts are not made to divert the trade 
from the Dalles and Puget Sound so as to 
pass this way via Fraser river. 

An opinion has gained ground that but a 
small proj)ortion of tlie whole quantity of 
mer.diandize introduced into Jlocic Creek 
country pays the regular duties. Whether 
such is well or ill founileJ, we are unpre- 
pared to say; but it is hoped that the vigi- 
lant attention of government will be directed 
that way. Whilst a reasonable laxity of the 
revenue laws may be^ excused, in order to 
admit provisions and mining tools into the 
new diggings, so that they may more speedi- 
ly be pifospeoted ; still oar ooramercial inter- 
ests should not bs allowed to sutler by un- 
fair competition with our territorial neigh- 
bors. 

Heretofore there has been too much cau.se 
for complaint in British Columbia, on (he 
ground of duties and la.\es being too heavy 
and too closely collected. We are inclined, 
theretore, to the opinion that the collecloron 
the frontier has been instructed to look pret- 
ty sharply after the traders. Tliere is one 
way, and but one way, to keep the bulk of 
trade within our own territory; that is, a 
good road. Make that, and we need not 
fear competition, for time and distance will 
be in our favor. 



Secret Dbbates — Franklin — not the 
great electrician and patriot — but Franklin, 
the author of the Currency Bill, electrified 
the Assembly on Monday, by e.vpressing his 
displeasure at die secret deliberations of the 
Council. We heartily sympathise with him. 
As it would be very agreeable to know who 
refused to swallow the Currency bill, and 
what stomach wa3 prepared to take it in 
u^huluf bolus. Our humble opinion is, that if 
s.^-iit to tlio Council as introduced to the 
IIuLisf, any alteration in its condition would 
bo an itnproveraent.. It could' not be' any 
w orse. Instead of a finality bill, it appeared 
to be only the commencement of the begin- 
ning of a decimal currency. Finality in 
what we want, and what wo must have on 
that ,'siibjeet. But what we should like to 
.see iMr. Franklin do, is to tear the cloak of 
si'crf.sy of! the Council debates. Only do 
ihiit, arul as a legislator he would throw 
tnaru lighten legislation in this colony, than 
the sum total of hia publio career put to- 
gether. 



Mechanics. 

We have received a communication from 
a " Mechanic" complaining that orders 
have been sent to San Frarici.sco for Iron 
Fronts, — when there is a foundry here — 
Me-^tr.-i. Don;.'all & S^ina — th t can turn out 
as goud work, if nut belter, than can be im- 
ported. Wo entirely concur with '' Me- 
chanic" in the propriety of fostering our 
own industry by every possible means in 
our power., — even at a little extra evpense. 
No class of men benefit society more in this 
"iron age," than loundrymen, machinisUs, 
boilermakers, engineers, etc. Wo presume 
the principal reason, however, far sending 
orders to San Franoisco has been that par- 
lies hitherto have been better able to ob- 
tain store fronts more quickly and cheaply 
than they could be made here. It is hut 
natural, particularly for merchants, to pur- 
chase in the cheapest market and sell in 
the dearest. From the statements, however, 
of our correspondent, it would ajipoar that 
the lime has come wlien our own Ibinnlries 
and boilpr-niakers are able to lill any orJi!r 
in their lino at as low a rate, and in as good 
a stylo as our San Franciscij nei^; liburs. 
Before ordorin;; bi'lcjw it is c(!rlain ly ;;dvi>- 
ablo to iiKiiiire Iiitc, whelher the work 
cannot be done as (piickly, as cheajily, arnl 
on as advantageous terms, as elsewhen'.

Won't Pay the Bkwakd.— Some weeks 
since, Attorney-General Gary came out with 
a flaming adverlisement in the Casre/te, olTer- 

illy live pounds reward to any person who 
might give such information as would lead 
to ihe arrest and conviction of an Indian 
whisky-seller. Tho police were on tho 
(jui I'ive 10 earn the reward, and within a few 
days made some very important arrests of 
persons engaged in the illegal IrafTic. The 
parlies were tried and convicted of tho 
ollanoe before Judpe Pemberton, and the 
polio^men applied to the Attorney-General 
lor Ihe five pounds. That oflioiat, however, 
delayed the payment of the reward for some 
time, and finally tells the duped ofHcers that 
he hasn't time to attend to such matters. 
The policemen now give up all hopes of 
ever being paid for their services ; and as 
the pursuit of the whisky-sellers was attend- 
ed with considerable expense, which had to 
be burna by their own private pockets, very 
justly complain that they have been badly 
used. 

Diiirr Watkr. — Amelia Copperman, ro- 
siiliiig oil Johnson street, had Carlo Bosse, 
who keeps a store near her residence, ar- 
rested for throwing a basin of dirty water in 
her face. The case came up in the Police 
Coiut yesterday. Able counsel appeared 
on either side, and from the evidence, it 
appears tiiat it was one of those quarrels 
that will occasionally arise between near 
neighbors, A squaw stole some pocket 
handkerchiefs from the fair complainant^ 
and latter went into Bosse's store and 
searched all the squaws there, but without 
recovering her property. An altercation 
then ensued between complainant and 
Bosse, and the latter, as Mrs. Copperman 
says, deluged her with dirty water. The 
Police Judge fined Bosse £1. 

Sat.t Spriko. — The latest news from this 
sett lenient slates that it is progressing rapid- 
ly in all tho elements of prosperity. Nearly, 
or quite seventy settlers, reside on the island. 
The crops look well. The chief cause of 
anxiety in that quarter is a feeling of appre- 
hension that the Northern Indians may com- 
mit some depredations on their return to 
iheir northern homes. But there is little 
danger of this, as one of H. M. gun-boats 
will cruise around and watch the stealthy 
movements of the natives. 



EsQULMALT Bridges. — Mr. H. E. Wilby, 
Esquimau e.tpres.^^man reports the bridges 
between Victoria and Esquimalt as in a 
very bad condition. Near Bishop De Mer's 
garden, the bridge is worse than useless, 
serring only, by renaon of the numerous 
holes in the planks as a trap for horses' legs. 
The second bridge from Victoria will be 
impassable in a few days if some repairs are 
not immediately made,' and the. condition 
of the bridge from the foot of Johnson street 
to the Songish .village is well known to all. 
Soraielhiiig most be done for their speedy 
repair, or we very much fear that we shall 
have a local item, in the shape of a terrible 
casuality, to record ere long. 

Defaitltino Jorobs. — The names of all 
parties who failed to appear as jurors when 
summooed by Coroner Dickson, on Tues- 
day last, have been returned to tho Court of 
Assizes as'defaulters, and will be fined at 
the discretion of the Chief Justice. Theto 
are about twelve in all who failed to appear. 
It is as well for the country to be acquainted 
with this fact, in order that they may in 
future save their fines by answering the 
Coroner's summons.

S^ Arrival of the Wilson G. Hunt 

tOlieering Mining News! 

GREAT RUSH TO ROCK; CREEK! 

The steamer Wilson G. Hunt arrived from 
Fraser River at seven o'clock last evening. 
She brought about 20 passengers and S2C,- 
000 in gold dust, of which Jefl'ray & Co.'s 
Express had $6,000, Ballou's Express, SIO,- 
000, and private hands $10,000. 

The news is of the most encouraging 
character. Large parties are out prospect- 
ing in the vicinity of Fori; Hope for silver 
leads. One of these cotnpiuiies have struck 
a rich deposit of coal in the rriounliiins, about 
a mile above Hope. It is said to be of a 
superior quality. 

A capitalist from Victoria has purchased 
a largo portion of the Greenwood Lead, and 
intetids working it on a scientific system. 

Everybody on the river seems well 
pleased with the encouraging prospects be 
fore them of a prosperotta autumn for busi 
ness. 

The rush to sflock Creek has just com- 
menced via the river. Every day boats 
filled will! miners from between tlio canons 
aiu arriving lU Hope. The occupants remain 
just long enough to purchase an outfit and 
start oil for the Similkameen. 

The richest kind of diggings are reported 
on the head waters of the Similkameen. 
A colored miner writes to a friend a short 
distance above Hope, advising him to leave 

* fur the diggings at once; and says he ha.s 
" struck a splendid bench which will pay 
big." 

About two weeks since, Capfc. W. H.Gray 
and E. Builen, both old and respected resi- 
dents of Fort Hope, started out on their way 
to the Siinilknmeen. When four days travel 
from Fort Hope, they prospected some 
ground, and struck twenty cents to the pan! 
They afterwards tried a rocker and washed 
out twenty-four dollars in two lioitrs ! The}' 
immediately sent a letter in to Hope for pro- 
visions, and report the diggings extensive. 
Some of this gohl came duivn on the Hunt 
last evening. It is ui coarse flakes, about 
the size of a musk-mcllon seed. 
■ Twelve miles of diggings, prospecting 
from seven cenl.s to one dollar lo the pan. 
are r'jported on Kettle Creek, which heads 
near Ruck Cieck. 

Tlie greatest excitement exists all along 
the river and throughout Oregon, and iho 
rush for Similkainean is described to us as 
^'tremendous." 

One hundred and fifty men arrived at 
Rook f.'rock from the Oalles on the 1st of 
Aiinnsi. ■ 

Full coiifulerice i.s p'aced in the report.i 
brougiit to Fort Hop'j, and that place is 

* almost bare of goods. 

Great complaint ii made that the bulk of 
the provisions is brniiLrht from tho American 
iside without any di lii!s benig paid, and .'ond 
calls are lieing m.-oln ujiun the governinaiit 
to remedy liie evil. 

The ludiau Piracy Case. 
Mr. James G. Swan, writing from I'ort 
Townsend !o the Olympia Ptoncer ami Dem- 
' ocrat, gives an account of the manner in 
which the schooners Blue Wing and Ellen 
Maria were destroyed) with all en board, 
eighteen nibnths ago, by Hydah Indians : 

Both the mi'sion of tho Di.«lrict Attorney 
and of the U. S. .special ir arshal to Vicloria, 
have been nnsnccessliil i:i ohiaiiiitig the 
Imlians ; but have, at least, been Oiieclive 
in liriiiL'iiig (Hit more evidence in relation to 
till! all'iiir, that fi.ves the guilt upon partitas 
belDiigiii;^ to the Hydah tribe, who are siill 
le.-iding in Vicloiia. It docs itfit npijear 
that the Indians allein|/l tu(M)ncral ;lit; tart; 
(in the contrary, I am informed lhal "Jiru,'' 
who appears lo have been the principal 
oflender, asked my infoiniant — " if the Htis- 
tons were vi ry angry about "the schooner 
afl'air?" He slalrii liiat lie was not afraiil, 
for ho had a humlred ildllars, and if he was 
put into jail, he couhl |)ay liis hundreil 
dollars to iho Kin;; George people, ami they 
vroiild not let llie Hostons hurt him. Oilier 
Indians in \'ictoria .'late tliat the cniiin- 
which attacked the si'liooiiers had ten men 
anil five sijuaws in il ; that ;ifler they hud 
' destroyed the Blue Wing, iliey attacked the 
Kllen Alalia on the evening of tlio same 
<lay. • It was calm, and Captain iMcllnie 
had to come to anchor. When they iii.'<t 
attehfipted to board the schooner, Captain 
.Melluio orileri'd lliein off, but on liinir per- 
.^isliiii;, he tiu'il mil killed Jim's hiiitlii-r. 
He then tired and \\uunilt!il an idd cliiel, 
who was I. f tho party, so badly that ho has 
never yet reeoveied from the eliects of tho 
wound, and is nnw sick at home. The In- 
dians tlli'ii lell, hut al iiiglit leliiinnl, nint- 
dered all hainls ami Imrned llie m' linuncr. 
WIp'n a-iit'il whai heraino ui llm women ( 
iihl two eliihliiMi, llii'v ih'iiifd M'l'iiig any, 
but said that alt wero' men ; that they kille.l 
ten men in all. 

There are four or fivi>, ami pi'rlia|n inoie, 
of this gang uviiii now at \ irloiia. A niral 
interest liii..^ hfi>n telt anidiig the Ainerieaii 
e.Mdi'iits, and new eviilenee coiiiej out every 
ditv. I.a-t week 1 hMrned that the niur- 
deiei 1)1 .hulge Heaii, a well known fiti/en, 
toimerly of this place, who was limn. I with 
jlis throat cut on liamhrnlgi! I.ihiml, .>oimi- 
fourteen months since, anil wa.s ali(!rwards 
biiriiul, I ihink. at I'ort Madison, is still in 
Vietoiia. He is a Tongass Indian, and the 
j'lilher of a wtill-knowu Minaw, known in

House of Assembly. 

Wkd.vbsoav, August, 22, 18fiO. 
Hnuse iiii.'t at half-past three o'clock, 
I'resent — .S()i':.ker llelincken, and 
Messrs. Waddington, McDonald, Franklin, 
Cary, Gordon, Crease, Green, Foster, South- 
gate and Tolmie. 

Mr. Cary called up hia motion for evening 
sessions of the House on Tuesday and Fri- 
day evenings. 

Mr. Foster believed the country members 
would not always be able to attend on such 
evenings, and would thus be prevented from 
taking part in debates on certain. bills. 

Mr, Crease, ivas not in favor of regular 
evenings being set apart for the session; 
they should be arranged by resolution spo- 
cilically. 

Mr. Waddington said tho time during 
the day sessions was often taken up by 
lessons in grammar, etc., when business 
should be attended to instead. 

Mr. Crease offered an amendment that the 
Hou.vesitat half-past seven o'clock in the 
evening, on Tuesdays and Fridays, for one 
month from this date. 

Mr. Waddington said he would suffer 
considerably by tho arrangement. 

Mr. Crease'.s amendment was adopted. 
i\lr Cary intrudiicod a bill for the regis- 
tration of title deeds in the colony. 

Mr. Crease ^vas happy to second the bill. 
It woukl |)rovo a great assistance and do 
away with much difhculty at present felt in 
the transfer of real estate. 

Mr. Waddington said it was a very strange 
affair to bring in a bill of the size of this 
one just about the time when we have oc- 
casion to believe the House will be pro- 
rogued shortly. Wo have no printing, and 
we cannot tell anything about bills before 
they ace brought up for a third reading. 

Mr. Franklin wished to see the bill 
printed — it was one of the Utmost import- 
ance. 

The Speaker said he intended to get the 
bill printed. - ' ; ■'<' ' 

The bill was passed to a seooiid reading. 
Mr. Waddingtora's ■ bill' for the yearly 
registration of voters was read a second 
time and referred to a Committee of the 
Whole. 

The bill for the raising a loan of £10,000 
for the improvement of Victoria Harbor and 
the Esquimau iioad, was taken up for sec- 
ond reading.; 

Mr. Crease would ask how the sums have 
to be divided to be applied to the two ob- 
jects — how much would be given to each! 
It did not appear by Ihe bill, and ho should 
propose the amount to be appropriated for 
each purpose when the bill came up in com- 
mittee of the whole. 

The bill passed to a Committee of the 
Whole.

House went into committee on the Victo- 
ria Street Fund Bill, Mr. Waddington in the 
chair. 

Mr. Franklin offered an amendment to the 

bill, that the clause providing for Iho "com- 
pletion iif the litst seven streets before the 
iialance of the work be commenced," l)e 
altered so as lo read "the first six streets." 
Carrieil. 

.Mr. Kixter wished lo know if the system 
of tearing a bill lo pieces after it had been 
once passed iliroiiiih a committee of the 
whole House, was not irregular'! 

The Chainnaii said the tiill had been laid 
over with the iiridei.<.|an(liii:^ that il was to 
be amended technirally only ; hut he was ol 
opinion that altering lUi: spirit of the bill 
was not a correct irioile of procedure. 

Mr. Franklin saiil there was one point to 
which he wi.'hi'il lo call altenlioii : TIih 
Treasurer, hy this b' II, is made the custodian 
of the money. He is ivithout a clerk, and 
the work will bo too much for him. He pro- 
posed to offer an amendment. 

Mr. Foster prote.sted in .strong term.'i 
aijainsl the sy.sti-iii atternpieil of alietini; 
this bill, which liati once [)a.ssed the Housi;. 
There is no security for work done by a full 
House, if a few members can meet together 
again and tear the woik to pieces. 

Tlie Chairman said tli e alterations shoiikl 
he oidy leclinieal. That was agreed at the 
last session, when tifio committee asked per- 
mission to sit again on Ihe bill. 

.Mr. Crease also protested against the sys- 
tem proposed by Mr. Franklin; and while 
that gentleman was preparing hia amend- 
ment, the committee rose and reiorted the 
bill complete, and the House adjourned to 
Thursday, at 3 o'clock, p. in.
